KIID WORDS FROI THE BISHOP 



The celebration of the lilver Jnbllee of 
the Rev. Fatlier I<ouis C. Olile, rector of 
St. Vincent <lc I'aul's chiircli, which 
took place last Sunday, wns an event in 
Catholic religions circles not soon to be 
forgotten. Father Ohle is not only 
popaUr witli tala own oongregation but 
It lovad bjr all wlio «ajoy tti* pIcMnre of 
Ida acqaaiataeca. Tha aact daU of tba 
Kieaaciallnii of Pathar Ohla into the 
beljr pllailliood wu Jane 29, but in order 
to BUka the occasion more imposing his 
parishioners concluded to have the cele- 
bration on Sunday following the date of 
hit ordination. Tha Bocailoa will kMg 
be remembered. 

Of course the religious observance was 
the most important part of the celebra- 
tion, bttt tba cMe part will long be 
eharialM^ by tha pajpolu paator of St. 
Vtaeaat da Paal'a aa oaa ol the most 
plaanat paiti of tha earamoaiaa aod one 
of the picaaant ereata of hia Ufa. 

Long before the hour aet for the 
religious exercises in commemoration of 
the silver jubilee of Father Ohle ou Sun- 
day morning at Id o'clock the avenues 
leading to the church were crowdeil with 
tha pariabiooera and friends of the 
popular priaat Tha Right Rev. Bishop 
MoClodcajr. tha vanaraUa Biahop of the 
«ooeaa of Iiodavilla. thoagh fnU of 
jmn and fetigoa with other dvtiaa, was 
pceaeat when tha oaraoiOBiea began, and 
afterward paid a high tribute to Father 
Ohle for his distinguished services in the 
cause of religion and education, for all 
of which Father Ohle and his congrega- 
tion feel Indebted to the Bishop who 
giaoad tha oceaaion with bia preaence. 

The iolama high auns waa bqpin at 
10 o'doeh with Father OUa aa oelabrant, 
and the Rev. Patridc Walah aa deacon 
and the Rev. Father Pater Banadiaim aa 
anb-deacon. 

The Right Reverend Bishop was seated 
on a throne in the sanctuary especially 
prepared for him. His deacons of honor 
were the Rev. Fathers Daniel O'Sullivau 
and B. H. Weaterman. At the conclu- 
rion of tha maaa the Rev. Father Lee 
Oranlldi, O. 8. P., of 8t Anthony's 
chordi, ddivared tha larauMi on the life 
and scrvlcea of Father Ohle. He paid a 
fitting tribute to the reverend jubtlarian 
as priest and citizen. The sermon was 
delivered in Gemian and waa highly 
eloqnent. Many were moved to teara. 

The cbnrch waa beantif uUy decorated 
for tha occaaion aad all the aarroondings 
wan plaanat and baantifnl to the be- 
h(4te. It balag a silver jafaOaa the 
daoontloBa ware appropriate to the 
occasion, silver doves ornamenting the 
atreamers which were made np of the 
Papal and national colors as well as the 
German colors. Immediately after the 
mass the clergy were entertaioe<l by 
Father Ohle in the large hall of the 
school building. The Right Reverend 
Biahop was tba only speijwr, and be 
pdd a Ugh tribute to tha aarvtoM of 
Father Ohle, nyiog that ha waa a credit 
to the prieathood aad ooa whom the 
daily could look ep to aa a goide. At 
the banquet were qnhe a mraber of the 
Sioat prominent clergy of the city. 

In the evening at 8 o'clock, in the 
scho-.)l hull connected with the cluirch 
the reverend jubilarian was again congrat- 
ulated by the members of his congrega- 
tioa. All of the aodatiea united with 
the coiigrt«ation gave Father Ohle a 
raeaptioa. The Kaighta of St. Johs, 
whjdi hn a laiga rapraaantatioa ia thia 
congregation, waa largely repr ese nted. 
Father Ohle ia their spiritual adviser. 
Mr. Charles Hubbuch was the spokes- 
man in the congratulatory address which 
was a ver>' beautiful tribute to their 
worthy spiritual leader. The whole 
occ«sioo was an exceedingly pleasant 
event. There were many calls made for 
Fatben Oble and Boblaen, who responded 
with happy and gntafnl remarka. Kav. 
Deals Murphy, Father Thooua White, 
^nUlaa M. Hiaina aad John SchaUa 
alao ooDgratnlatad the jnbtlariaa aad all 
Identified with the oelebratioa. 

Father Ohle has done much for the 
congregation of St. Vincent de Paul and 
bia congregation hopes that he may live 
long enough to permit them to participate 
in bis golden jubilee. 

Patlier Louis C Ohle wu bom on Sep- 
tember 16. 1862, ia tha province otlWeat 
phalia, Oaranar. Ha atteaded the civil 
adoob la hk aativa oooatry, acqnittiag 
Maiaelf with honor tbrooghoat tbe ooorae. 
After hIa graduation from theae he be- 
came Clerk of the Civil Court. He came 
to America in 1871, and a year later he 
entered the Capuchin College at Calvary, 
Wisconsin. Leaving in 1874, he came to 
Bardstown where he entered the i>emin- 
•ry. Two years after this he came to 
the Praaton Park Seminary. He was or 
dained a priaat on Jnac '29 in the old 
Cathedral at Bardstown by Biahop Will 



lam George McCloakey. Re entered 

upon his career as n prie.st at the Cath- 
e<lral of the Assumption in this city aa 
aasistant priest. He whs later transferred 
to Bardatown, where he became a pro- 
fessor ia the academy in addition to his 
duties as a priest. In 188U he was ap- 
pointed Secretary to the Bishop, which 
poaition be waa compelled to rnlga ia 
188ft oa aoooaat of iU-haalth. He waa 
ttaeo aaaitaad to tha St. Matthew's 
church, at Jaflenoatowa, whaaca he 
went ia 1888 to tha Chordiaf 8t Joaaph. 
in Owensboro. While here he completed 
tbe cbnrch bnilding An(t built the priest's 
house. In l8VtI he took up the work at 
the St. Francis church on the Rardstown 
road which he left in 1900 to assume 
the duties be now has, as the successor 
of tbe Rev. Father John Heialug, who 
diad ia that year, lha chnrdi of wUdi 
ho ia aow the paator haa p waparad nader 
Uactaaige. Last year it eddaatad Ita 
aUver aeaiversary with fitting ce r aan- 
nies.

The regular monthly meeting of tbe 
Jefleraoa County Federation of Catholic 
aoaiaUM at Hibernian Hall laat Friday 
alght waa aa iataraatiag aad boay oaa. 
Prceldeat JaoMa B. Kdly oecapiad the 
chair and had read a number oC com- 
munications, the moat important being 
from National Secretary Matre, who 
promised to attend the Kentucky State 
convention. 

Seventeen organizations responded to 
Secretary Cooney's roll call, after which 
tbe Membership Committee repotted tlut 
nothing further would be doM until 
after tha aattoaal eoaveation, when 
than woald be atioagar Uaaa to act upon. 
Quite an amount of diariiaaion waa evoketl 
when the question of a State convention 
was presented, and was participate*! in by 
Dr. F. S. Clark, Alderman Fowler and 
W. C. Smith, who made earnest talks 
and suggested action that would entitle 
*Ientncky's del^atea to seats in the 
aatioual convention at Detroit. Deie- 
gatca expreased their anrprin at tbe iaac- 
tkm of Preaidaat Witte, whom they 
dccted becaon they thoogbt him the 
man for tbe place. Dr. CUrk and Olar- 
ence Zook tavored corresponding with 
the National Executive Committee, and 
upon their motion Secretary Cooney was 
in.structe<i to write Anthony Matre re- 
garding the Kentucky situation and ask 
hiui for suggestions. 

Tbe official call for the national con- 
vention waa read, alao tatters saying 
Bidwp.PMqpaad ttn BMUtatioa ol De- 
trait would can for all who came. The 
call waa a lengthy oaa aad gave a hiatorv 
of the movement, which haa made steady 
progress since 1901. 

After deciding to meet on the second 
Thurs<iay hereafter instead of the first 
Friday the following were elected dele- 
gates and alternates to the State conven- 
tioa to ba bald ben July M: Mcnta. 
mOkm M. Bigslaa, Sr. J. W. Powlar, 
Dr. P. iL Clark, B agaa a Coooay, Jaana 
B. Kelly, Thoa. J. Oarvay, Loaia P. 
Steinert, A. J. WharMaa. Clanaee Zook, 
Thomas Sheeban. 

Dr. Fowler advocated inviting all Cath- 
olics to the convention, citing the Feder- 
ation gatherings in New York, Pennsyl- 
vania and elsewhere. He also favored 
opening the coavenliou with a high 
mass. Upon motion the matter of ar- 
ranging for the convention waa referred 
to tha local fedentioa aOaara. Coaaty 
Presideat PatridE BalHvaa taadcrad tha 
use of the Hibernian Hall for the State 
meeting, the generous offer being unani 
mousiy accepted. An adjournment was 
taken to next Thursday night, when 
some very impotlaat badaan nad ba 

transacted.

No games held in St. Louis for 
many years have attracted the widespread 
attention that tbe Iriah gamea have, and 
up to the prennt moment John J. O'Con- 
nor, Pnaident of tbe Waatara Aaaodation 
of the A. A. U., who haa dnqre of theee 
ape r ta, has raoaivad appHealieaator aatry 
blanka from nearly eveiy Mate lathe 
Union, besides requests for Infill nation 
reganling the rules of competition, tad 
especially in regard to the rules that gov- 
ern the weight events. 

F>er since sport has l>een recognized 
the Irish athlete has been noted for his 
prowen with the weights, hammer, shot 
or heavy atone. John Phuiagaa, of the 
Greater New York Iriah A. C, hoMa the 
world's record for both the hammer and 
the fifty-six pound weight. Up to a few 
months ago Gorgaa, of Ireland, claimed 
the record for the sixteen pound shot. 
Martin Sheridan, of the Irish team of 
New York, holdsthe record for thediscus 
throw, the classic sport of the ancient 
.'\tlienian days. And now comes to 
American shores Thomas Kiely, of Car- 
rick-ou-Snir, Ireland, bolder of seven 
world's records for throwing heavy atone, 
both lor height aad distaace, aad wiener 
this week of tbe world'a all-roaad diam- 
pionship. 

Thousands of members of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians will attend the na- 
tional convention and compete iu these 
gamea as a pastime. The sports will be 
inaugurated July 17 with an open handi- 
cap meeting at the St. Louis Pair 
Grounda under the anspicn of the Hi- 
baraiaaa. Bvery avaat oa tha liat of A. 
A. U. champloaaMpa will ba pranated at 
thia anad^, with the esoaptioa of the 
bamaier aad dianu throws, aa the Fair 
Grounda is not a safe place to hold theae 
two eventa, and in their stead the run- 
ning hop, step and jump and sack race 
have been added. The hop, step and 
jump waa formerly one of the best con- 
tested and moat admired of the field 
sforts of the A. A. U., and la known in 
Ireland aa tbe hop, skip and jump. In 
thia aveat anay old-time atbletn win 
conpata, aad auay of tha aew aaUarlal 
that ia aow out in St. Loaia. The event 
was on the programme at tbe first Olym- 
piad held at Athens, and was won by an 
American, James B. Coaaoily, of thaSaf* 
folk A. C, Boston. 

In order to entertain St. Louis enthus- 
iaats a q>ecial team race haa been ar- 
raaged for the Hibernian games between 
members of tbe local police aad fire de- 
partanata. Than nen ahraya attract 
aatay aad fataidi I>l<*ty of eatartain 
meat for local Steaiea aad poHeataea. A 
new feature has also been added to the 
Hibernian games in the way of outdoor 
wrestling. Three events have been placed 
upon tbe programme and divided into 
three classes, those for men who weigh

Twenty-five or thirty years ago the 
father and mother of those three youug 
clergymen settled in Syracuse shortly 
after oooiiag from Ireland. O'Sullivau 
pen was a boot aad aboe aiaker and 
worked aavaral yean at Ma trade ia thia 
city. A brathar, Patrick J. O'Stalllvaa, 
is still engaged ia the nan trade ia thia 
city. Two of the three priests were bom 
in Syracuse. Another brother, Patrick 
U'Sullivau, uow winning high distinc- 
tion as a pianist and composer at Berlin, 
Germany, was born in Syracuse. After 
that tbe father and mother remove<l to 
Kentucky with their little family. There 
they began life humbly, but as the years 
went by they amaaaed a eonpetence.

Act Not up to Bx- 
pectatlona. 



A return baajait boca la aaad diowlac 

that up to the first of May aaln nader 
tbe new land act have been conlpleted to 
tbe tune of /1, 136,000, a faint tune in- 
deed that is bard to tie heard among the 
dying echoes of the vociferous shouting — 
in the colnmaa of the pran which 
hailed tbe advent of tbe act. The returns 
abow that the avenge price wn twenty- 
three yeara'parchan (tweaty4hm tiana 
the yearly raat of the fanaa). Tba tea- 
ant baa aixty-eight aad « half yean (if 
the Lord aparc himself aad bia aona so 
long a life) to pay up the purchase 
money. The treasury meantime advances 
to the landlord the full sum and a sop 
over and above (in Parliamentaay lan- 
guage a bonua) for being a good boy and 
conaenling to accept for the land, that is 
not bia and acver waa, one and a half 
tinwa ita price. Tbe return atatn that 
over and above these nln agreements 
have been entered into for the nle of 
another ^8,000,000 worth. AH this is, of 
course, ^flcaUte. but it is a bag i an l ng 
FartberlUn will f^low ann aad 
npidly.

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BREAK THEM UP. 



The so-called "fishing camps" on 
the banks ot the Ohio river above 
and bdow the Mis, whtre dtecput- 
able men and women congregate, 
should be broken up by the officers 
of the Commonwealth. Of course 
this does not apply to the reipcct- 
able ones where men and women go 
during the summer for an outing 
and for health and recreation. We 
refer to the fidiiog canpe where 
poker, keno, crape, roulette and 
other games of chance are carried 
on in daylight, in which some few 
dty and connty oiBdafai and other 
dticens of alleged good repute are 
laid to participate. Disreputable 
women freqnent these camps day 
and night, and partictdarly at night. 
Drunkenness, debauchery and riot- 
ous conduct follow of course, al- 
though all visitors may not be 
guilty. Ool. Brennan, Chairman of 
the Board of Public Safety, is quoted 
as saying that he would break up 
these unlawful camps if he could, 
•ndwdl he might, comridering that 
one of bis associates on the board 
was killed or murdered last Sunday 
morning at one of then. But Col. 
Bfcnnan says the camps are outside 
of the city limits and the police 
powers of the board do not extend 
beyond the dty boundary line. If 
this be true, and it doubtless is a 
fact, it devolves upon Sheriff 
Schmitt and Commonwealth's At- 
torney Huffaker to break up these 
disrepnUUe places. Both of these 
officials have excellent records. 
They are destined to go higher in 
public confidence and estimation if 
they carry out the btw as to sup- 
pressing these camps, where gam- 
bling, drunken debauchery and 
crime is committed in defiance of 
law. The public looks to them for 
immediate action. 

CARRYINQ CONCEALED DEAD- 
LY WEAPONS. 



Probably in no large city in the 
country is the practice so common 
of carrying concealed deadly wea- 
pons as in lyouisville. Out on the 
plains, among the Indians, there 
might be some excuse fdr carrying 
weapons of defense, but the prac- 
tice in a city the size of Louisville, 
with its ample police protection for 
all wayfaren, is absolutely inde- 
fensible. It is admitted that pub- 
lic officials and dtizens generally 
carry deadly weapons in Louisville. 
The practice has grown until it is 
now common, though the law says 
that any person found with a deadly 
weapon concealed upon his person, 
police authorities excepted, shall be 
subject to a fine and not less than 
thirty days' imprisonment in the 
county jail. It is high time the 
law offioen were enforcing this 
salutary statute. It is now a dead 
letter and has been a dead letter 
for years. The practice of carrying 
concealed deadly weapons ought to 
be made disreputable and infamous 
in the sight of every law-abiding 
dtizen, 

During the past year a number 

of manslaughters, not to say mur- 
ders, have resulted in Louisville 
from the practice of carrying con- 
cealed weapons. No self-respect- 
ing man should carry a concealed 
deadly weapon. In the first piece 
it is aneridenoeof cowardice and in 
the next it is against the law. It 
will take time to break up the evil 
in Louisville and in Kentucky, but 
the way to begin the reform is for 
the police to arrest every offender 
and for the Judge of the Police 
Cottft to impose the full penalty 
against every one convicted, no 
matter what his position in society. 

With the practice of carrying 
concealed deadly weapons stopped

CATHOLIC POPULATION. 

The Cetholio popoktion hi the 

three FsUs Cities— Louisville, New 
Albany and JefiFersonville — is esti- 
mated at 75,000 souls. Consideriog 
the fact that Iionisviile was settled 
over one hundred years ago, this is 
not a large number of Catholics 
compared with Chicago or St. Paul, 
which were yet wiMemcM settle- 
ments when Louisville wss putting 
on dty airs. All things considered, 
however, Catholidty has made great 
progress in the PallsCities. Ithas 
bad much to contend with, indod* 
ing Knownothingism and A. P. A.- 
ism. The first-named movement 
drove Catholic immigration away 
from the Falls Cities and from Ken- 
tucky generally, and the wonder is 
that So many Catliolics remained 
after 1854-5, considering the hard- 
ships they had to tmdergo. The 
A. P. A. movement amounted to 
little or nothing. It only served to 
bring Catholics together. 

The Catholic population of the 
three Falls dties is made up of the 
best people in the three communi- 
ties. In the dty of Louisville 
alone there are thirty-two Catholic 
churches. In New Albany and 
Jeffersonville there sre four Cath- 
olic churches, nuking thirty-six in 
all In the three cities, and all of 
these churches, with but few ex- 
ceptions, have excellent parochial 
schools, and the parents of the pu- 
pils, besides paying taxes to sup- 
port the public schools, also pay for 
the maintenance of the schools con- 
ducted by the church in order to 
provide a Christian education for 
their children. When all of these 
things are taken into consideration 
the Catholics of the three Falls 
Cities can point with pride to the 
record they have made. 

In the past decade Catholidty 
has msde greater progress in this 
section than ever before. Non- 
Catholics are beginning to under- 
stand and appreciate tlic work the 
church is doing, and bigots are be- 
coming fewer every day. It should 
be the aim of every Catholic by 
precept and example to diow liis 
fellow-citizens of all denominations 
that to l)e a Catholic is to be a law- 
abiding, sober and patriotic Ameri- 
can. If this is done the Catholic 
population will continue to grow in 
power and influence for good.

It is officially announced from the City 
Hall that the ordinance changing the 
system of municipal taxation from ad 
valorem to licenae baa been abandoned 
for this year, on aeoonat of tba iaabllitT 
of the interested persons to agrat on the 
rates or system of imposing the tax. 

The Kentucky Irish American was the 
first paper in Ix)uisville to call attention 
to the inequalities and the injustice of 
the proposed change in the taxing sys- 
tem. Other papers followed. And Al- 
dermen and Conncilman wbo read the ar- 
ticle at once begoo to eMrfer witb the 
Mayor aad City AaiMinr, and indated 
tb«t tbc propoMd cbange is tba taslflc 
laws should be dlacoiaad fnlly bafota be- 
inf( enacted into law. The effect was to 
call attention to the ordinance, and there 
was some con.siderable discussion in ex- 
ecutive session about the measure. 

Manifestly the ordinance, as proposed, 
would be an injoatice to tbe great major- 
ity pf taxpaycfi^4w4 paiticalarly to the 
mull tazpaycis.' Biwly atatad, it was 
propoaad to allow banka, trnat companies 
and leading mannfactnren to pay a 
smaller tax than they now pay, and to re- 
quire real estate owners, including tbe 
man wbo owns a collage, to make up the 
difference in increased taxes. Although 
the Mayor and City Assessor were depu- 
tized to draw up the ordinance, they 
could not stand for anything of this 
kind, and it is said they so told tbe gen- 
tlemen wbo were adrocating tbe ordi- 
nance. Baaidaa thia, all of. tba iatcnats 
represented ooald not agree, aad tbe or- 
dinance waa BO loag delayed that it was 
announced by City Assessor Murphy on 
Wednesday that tbe C.eneral Council 
having adjourned until July 2G, it was 
now too late to prepare the blanks, and 
that the ordinance could not possibly be 
carried into effect this year. It ia doubt- 
ful if tbe ordinance changing tbe prcaent 
taxing syatcm can ever be cbanged on 
tbe prtaent idea propoaed by tbe mann- 
(kctorers end baatneaa men. Tbescbeme 
aeema to be tbat tbe wealthy maanfaet- 
urers shall escape and impoae tbe harden 
on the small ones. 

The Kentucky Iris'a American is in 
tavor of encouraging manufactories and 
of helping all business industries, but not 
at the expense of the common people 
who pay taxea on their cottages. 

It ia well tbat the conaideration of the 
ordinance was laid over for.fntnre ooa- 
aideratioa. It can not go into effect thia 
year and there will be a yaar'a time to 
consider it. In tbe meantime tbe City 
Assessor may devise some means of satis- 
fying manufacturers and bnaineaa men 
that the ad valocem eyateM to the 
after all.

WHO FlUD IHil FiTU SHOT? 



Tbe commnaity wae startled laat Sun- 
day by the annonnceaMat that R. Lee 

Suter, member of the Board of Public 
Safety, lawyer, orator and leading {xili- 
tidan, bad been killed at a fishing camp 
above the water works pumping station, 
about three miles from the city. There 
is a great deal of mystery yet unexplaine<l 
surrounding tbe killing, and whether it 
was murder or accident remaina to be de- 
veloped. It ia to be hoped it was an acd- 
dent. Mr. Suter went to the fidiing 
camp witb a party of men Ind women on 
Saturday night for an outing. His wife 
and diildren were absent from the dty. 
According to the reports to the police de- 
partment about 4 o'clock in tbe morning 
a party of men, accompanied by two dis- 
reputable women, visited the camp and 
bcgiu to fire off promiscuously their pis- 
tola in celebration of the Fourth of July. 
AU had been drinking heavily. Mr. 
Sntar, it to.reported, was aslaep in his 
tent, aad eae of the stray bnllats struck 
hfan. He died lathe City Hospitnl Sun- 
day af te rnoon. 

A yonng man named W. A. Vaughn, 
son of Sanford Vaughn, a brick con- 
tractor, at first confessed that he fired 
the shot which killed Suter, but be 
pleaded tbat it was an acddent. After- 
ward be stated to tbe police tbat another 
one of tbe party, Fred Kugg, did the 
shooting, and that he (Vanghn) waa 
shielding him in his first statement be- 
cause of the fact that Rngg was a married 
man, a Knight Templar and a prominent 
Mason and could not afford to be mixed 
up in an affair of this kind. However, it 
was still maintained that tbe shooting 
was accidental. Kugg, it seems, had 
been intimate with a woman named 
Jeanette Hathaway, who accompanied 
the party to the fishing euap. 

The whole affair waa surrounded in 
mystery up to the time ct Mr. Snter's 
funeral on Tneaday morning, and the 
police department seems to be unable to 
unravel the tangle caused by the con- 
flicting statements of Vaughn. Mr. 
Suter was a bright man. He was forty 
years of age. He was of convivial habits 
and had many friends, particularly among 
the ao-called sporting element. The pas- 
tor of his church, the Rev. Dr. B. L. 
Powell, of the First Christian congrega- 
tion, delivered e very appropriate and 
pathetic sermon ou the occasion of his 
funeral, very justly pleading for charity 
in his case and warning all not to pass 
judgment too hastily, but to take warn- 
ing from his untimely death. Mr, tiuter's 
funeral was attended by all classes of 
citizens and due respect was paid to his 
memory by tbe Board of Safety and all 
the depaitmenta of tbe dty government 
It ia due to the community, however, 
tbat the myste r y surronndlag his death 
be esplaiaed. The police depertment 
abonU nntevel it if possible. There to 
no necessity for suppressing the truth.

During the past few daya amallpox haa 
developed to an alarming aztant in the 
Ballymacarrett district of Belfast, and ap- 
parently is spreading with alarming rap- 
idity.

In 
some diatricts there is a positive scarcity 
of labor, and ao far beck as the date of 
the Labor Commission evidence was 
forthcoming that it was only by an ex- 
tensive end expcarive use of the acts in 
certain diatricta, anch aa Kilmallock and 
Kantnrk, that even the inaulBcient kbor 
aupply waa prevented from becoming 
even mote inauffident rtilL That at 
leart 100,000 more oottagea are required 
is evident to anybody who investigates 
the question.
